Some months ago 4 report went 
the rounds of the newspapers to 
the effect that the

National Transcontinental, and 
would permit the road to be 
built with grades so steep as to 
materially reduce the haulage 
capacity of an engine and so 


lessen the volume of traffic which 
could be sent over the line in a 
given period. The report arous- 
ed instant and general alarm 
throughout the western country, 
where the construction of this 
road on the highest possible stan- 
dard of efficiency has been look- 
ed forward to as means 
greatly facilitating the annual 
crop moyement, and of also cutt- 
ing down the cost of the long rail 
haul to the Atlantic when the 
lakes are‘elosed to navigation. 
So general was the apprehension
